AGRICULTURAL READJUSTMENT RESULTS GOOD

[Excerpts] Beijing, 31 Dec (XINHUA)-—-China has achieved good results in readjust- 
ing the structure of agricultural production and crop management. Due to frequent 
natural disasters in the past 3 years, grain output sometimes increased, sometimes 
decreased. However, the total aericultural output value increased by 5 percent 
every year and the total agricu’* sal output value in 1981 increased by more than 
15 percent over 1978. 


According to material submitted to higher authorities by various provinces, the 
area sown with grain in China in '981 decreased by more than 100 million mu 
compared with 1978. However, grain output still increased by more than 30 billion 
jin, achieving the second highest output since the founding of the People's 
Republic. The 1981 output of cotton, oil-bearing and sugar crops increased by 

31 percent, 81 percent and 32 percent respectively over 1978. The output of 
silkworm cocoons, tea and tobacco increased by 44 percent, 21 percent and 2 percent 
respectively. The big increase in the production of these industrial crops has 
rarely been seen since the founding of the People’s Republic. Among these 
industrial crops, only the output of jute and awbary hemp has decreased, due 

to the development of man-made fibers and the reduction of the area sown with jute 
and ambary hemp. The output, or output value, of livestock, forestry and aquatic 
products has also steadily increased, with the total 1981 output of pork, beef and 
mutton increasing by 38 percent over 1978. 


With a rational readjustment of the structure of agricultural production and crop 
management, the agricultural departments have not only supplied the state with 
larger amounts of raw materials for industrial production, enlivened markets in 
both urban and rural areas, developed collective economy, but also improved the 
livelihood of peasants. The people's livelihood in the 150 million people in 
impoverished areas in particular, has made marked improvement. 


The readjustment of the structure in agricultural production was started after the 
convocation of the Third Plenary Session of the llth CCP Central Committee. 


Efforts are now being made in various localities to work out plans for further pro- 
moting readjustment of the structure in agricultural production in accordance with the 
principle of “never relaxing grain production and actively promoting a diversified 
economy,” which was put forward by the CCP Central Committee and the State Council. 

In short, plans should aim at establishing in China, within a short period, a rational 
structure in agricultural production which will promote the overall development of a 
diversified economy. In this way, we will have the prospect of bettering our 
agricultural production.

DEVELOPMENT OF RURAL ENTERPRISES REPORTED

[Excerpts] Beijing, 27 Dec (XINHUA)--Enterprises rum ~y communes, brigades and 
production teams in China have advanced steadily in the course of readjustment. 
According to figures provided by the General Bureau of Enterprises rum by 
communes, brigades and production teams, there were more than 1,277,000 such 
enterprises with a work forceof 30 million by the end of June this year. 
Compared with the same period last year, their total revenue increased by 

ll percent despite a drop in the number of enterprises and workers. 


The development of these rural enterprises has strengthened the collective economy 
and promoted the work in various fields in rural areas. Fixed assets of these 
rural enterprises has accounted for 31.7 percent of the fixed assets of communes, 
brigades and production teams and their revenues have accounied for 4 percent 

of the total revenues for agriculture. In the past 3 years, these rural enter - 
prises have spent 7.6 billion yuan on agricultural cepital construction, purch.. 
of farm machinery and support for poor production teams in developing production. 
A sizable portion of rural welfare funds has also come from enterprises run by 
communes, brigades and production teams. 


The development of rural enterprises has increased the peasants’ income and enhanced 
their ability to fight natural disasters. In 1980, these rural enterprises paid 
more thea 13.5 billion yuan in terms of remwieration for workers and profits 

turned over to communes, brigades and production teams. This figure accounte. for 
20 percent of the peasants’ income derived from the collective. 


Thanks to the development of these rural enterprises, more than 10,600 market towns 
in China have become new towns and cities characterized by the combination of urban 
and rural features and the integration of workers and peasants. 


Enterprises run by communes, brigades and production teams have become ar important 
part of China's industry. In recent years, these rural enterprises have annually 
provided the state with more than 100 million dun of coal and supp)ied the 
metailureical industry with more than 10 million dun of various ores. Lime, sand, 
stones, bricks and tiles needed by capital construction departments and the building 
industry are basically supplied by enterprises rum by communes, brigades and 
prodcution teams. The output of gold, sulpher and phosphate fertilizer of these 
rural eiterprises accounts for more than 30 percent of the nation's total output. 











Enterprises run by communes, brigades and production teams have opened up new 
financial sources for the state and brought in more revenues. In 1980 these rural 
enterprises paid more than 2.5 billion yuan in taxes to the state. This year 
readjustment of tax rates will bring in even more taxes from these rural 
enterprises.

What is gross incame and what is gross cutput value? What is the difference between 
gross income and gross output value? What is pure income? Please provide an 
explanation.

Gross income is described in “Rural People’s Commune Work Regulations (Trial Draft)” 
as an abbreviation for gross distributable income. The collective econamy in China 
presently has in effect a system of distributions per workday. In order that the 
portion of distributions made to individual commune members will be paid on time, a 
computation method of actual receipts and expenditures is used for the most part. 
Thus, gross income is the earnings fram production and doing business of accounting 
units in the collective econamy that may be used in any given year to offset various 
expenditures for the year and that can be used to make distributiams to the state, 
the collective, and individual commune members. This means, for example, all the 
income obtained in the current year from the sale of all farm products or income that 
can be assured from the sale of forestry, livestock, sideline occupation, or fishing 
industry products, and transportation or labor income for which accounts have already 
been settled. That portion of incame that cannot be realized or has no assurance of 
being realized in the current year cannot be figured in. This means, for example, 
that porticn of income that cannot be derived from the sale within a short period of 
time of a quantity of forest timber that is growing, the breeding, growing, or fat- 
tening of livestock or fish, and certain products produced by sideline occupations. 
State investments in people's communes, things in the category of aid to the collective 
econamy, bank and credit cooperative loans, down payments for goods to be purchased, 
investments by commune members, and items in the nature of loans may not be included 
in distributions, nor can they be included ama@mg gross income. 





Gross output value, which is also termed gross value of output, is a rendering in 
terms of currency of total quantity of goods produced. It is the sum total result 

of the production activity within a certain period of time of production units, pro 
duction sectors, or the entire national econamy, as in the case of total output value 
of agriculture, total output value of industry, or total output value of the national 
ecomomy. It provides the basis for studying indicators such a the speed of develop- 
ment of levels of production, the proportional relationships of each sector of the 
national eccnamy, and for calculating national incoze and labor productivity. 


Total output value of agriculture may also be termed total value of agricultural pro- 
duction. It is the total value of the goods produced during a certain period by the 
material production sector that is agriculture (including farming, forestry, livestock 
raising, sideline occupatiams, and fishing). 


The main points of difference of total income and total autput value are: First, the 
scope encompassed by the two differs. Total output value includes only the value of 
products produced by the production sector, while total incame includes, in additicn 
to the calculated value of products, incame from communications and transportation, 
labor and some items of a non-productive nature. Second as regards the products 
calculated, total output value calculates the value of all the products produced in 

@ given year, while total incame calculates qnly that portion of products that can be 
distributed in a given year. Third, the principles used in calculating the value of 
products differ. Total output value is figured q@m the 6 sis of a uniform price for 
all products (no matter whether for sale or whether for use of the producer), while 
the price of goods included in total income is calculated on the basis of the followiis 
principles: the portion sold is calculated om the basis of the actual sale price, and 
the portion used by producers (including goods retained by the collective or distributed 
to commune members) is calculated on the basis of prices set by policy. 


By “net income” is meant the surplus remaining after costs of materials are deducted 
from total income by basic accounting units that can be distributed among the state, 
the collective and individual commune members. This concept has been gradually 
formed out of customary peasant usage. The broad masses of iural cadres and commune 
members are all familiar with “net incame” usage, and understand its meaning. For 
the sake of convenience for grassroots levels in filling aut forms, our current 
Statistical reporting forms also use the term net incame. Of course, it differs in 
meaning fram the net incame used by academicians. When distinguishing between the 
two, it is also called pure incame.

NEED FOR COST ACCOUNTING IN AGRICULTURE STRESSED

[Text] The theory of econamic results has universal significance in all fields of 
the production of material goods. Agricultural production belongs in the field of 
the production of material goods; thus, economic results must be given extreme stress. 


Economic results means the proportional relationship between the expenditure of labor 
and the fruits of labor under set conditions, or in other words a relationship between 
input and output. The maximum economic results derive from expenditure of a fixed 
quantity of labor to produce the maximum fruits of labor. 


The reason that econamic results must be stressed in socialist agricultural pro- 
duction is because, to a certain extent, they condition the speed of growth of the 
agricultural economy and even the entire national econamy. When the input of labor 
consumed in production is greater than the output of the fruits of labor, a portim 
of the labor expended derives no compensation, losses result, and econamic growth is 
impaired. When the input of labor expended in agriculture equals the output of the 
fruits of labor, though all the labor expended receives compensation and there are No 
losses and no gains, there also can be no growth. Only when the input of labor con- 
sumption in agriculture is less than output of the fruits of that labor can all the 
labor be compensated, a certain profit being derivabl.. afterward, and oly then can 
there be steady and continued growth of the agricultural econamy. Agriqultural pro- 
duction that stresses economic results means econaomizing as well. Both econamizing 
on living labor and econamizing on embodied labor are econamies in social labor time. 
Reduction in the living labor used in production in the farming industry and a 
shortening of production time means that the labor time econamized may be used for 
production in forestry, the livestock raising industry, sideline occupations, fisheries, 
and other sectors of the national evonamy, thereby promoting the planned proportional 
development of the entire agricultural sector and other sectors of the national econany. 
Econamizing on embodied labor means a reduction in the amount of the agricultural 
means of production used and the amount consumed, the production time of the units 
producing these means of production being reduced thereby, the production time 

saved to be used for production in other parts of the national ecaany. 











Low econamic results is a rather conspicuous problem in agricultural production at the 
present time, and is ome of the reasons that China's speed of development of agri-qul- 
tural production is not fast. Though individual enterprises and units have given 
rather serious attention to the problem of econamic results during the past several 
years; nevertheler., a situation of “caring only that the lamp gives light with no 
concern for how much oil is burned" still exists in same places. Reportedly, during 
the past several years, costs of producing goods have greatly increased in quite a few 
sectors, and a situation has emerged in which the speed of increase in production costs 
greatly exceeds the extent of increase in production, benefits declining relatively. 
Looked at in terms of the province as a whole, consumption of materials as a ratio of 
total agricultural revenues amounted to about 35.7 percent in 1979, an 8.7 percent 
increase over 1965. The ratioof net profit dropped. In 1979, net profit amounted to 
about 60.3 percent of total income, a decrease by about 9.4 percent froa 1965. 
Expenditures per 100 yuan of net income also increased from about 43 yuan in 1965 to 
about 65 yuan in 1979, an increase of about 50 percent. Naturally, the proportional 
increase in consumption of goods in the structure of the value of products was an 
objective inevitable trend in increased levels of development of productivity. 
However, the extent of increase should not have been excessive. The problem now is 
material goods are not being used properly, they are not being matched correctly, and 
the function they should serve is not being served. Take the increased use of 
chemical fertilizer as an example. The quantity of chemical fertilizer used in the 
province has increased year by year. Analysis shows that scientifically an effective 
proportion of the ingredients nitrogen, phosphate, and potash shald be 1:0.5:0.1-0.2, 
but in Shandong Province the way these three fertilizers are used is much nitrogen, 
little phosphate, and no potash. When the proportions of the three fertilizers is 
not balanced, further increase in output of farm crops is impeded, technical results 
are not achieved in the predicted time, and serious waste is created. The time of 
return on capital invested in construction at some agricultural bases is protracted, 
or exceeds the number of years set for its use, or a full return on investment is not 
received before such capital construction projects have been scrapped, etc. As a 
result, econamic benefits in agriculture drop, the accumulation rate for the units 
themselves is not high, and improvement in material and cultural levels and the 
Standard of living of the peasants is far from ideal. 


There are many reasons contributing to the low economic benefits derived currently 
from agricultural production. Same of them are insufficient understanding of increase 
in economic results, low levels of management, and lsck of a set of needed rules and 
regulations, which are problems to which particular attention should be paid to 

find solutions. In order to dothis, the following work must be done: 


1. Extensively propagandize and educate in giving attentim@m to economic results to 
thoroughly eradicate the leftist influence of the so-called “qmly balancing the 
political books but not balancing the econamic books,” so that more people, particularly 
technicians, managers, and leadership cadres will steadily, in the course of productian, 
be conscious of and take the initiative in striving for economic results. 


2. Establish a needed system of regulations. All units shqmld strengthen econamic 
accounting. In examining and approving capital comstruction projects, adoption of 

new technical programs and technical measures, and in the pattern of agricultural 
production, economically scientific analytical proof should be revived and strictly 
enforced so there can be no talking off the top of one's head, or doing as one desires.

Those people who do not balance the ecaamic books and who do not consider whether 
projects are feasible in a construction sense, or advanced and suitable in a technical 
sense, or sensible in an economic sense, but who instead blindly and recklessly act 

or give blind guidance that creates a waste or loss in manpower, finances, or materials 
should be held economically responsible and be given economic punishment. 


3. Implementation of economic results of agricultural techniques. Use of definite 
criteria and methods to determine whether various agricultural techniques and actions, 
technical programs, technical systems, or technical policies produce results in pro- 
duction to set the most equitable techniques and measures, technical policies, and 
thrust of investment as scientific data for use in the development of agricultural 
production so as to avoid waste of manpower, financial, and material resources. To 
this end, attention should be given analysis of three relatimships. First is the 
relationship between input and output, by which is meant when use is made of a certain 
quantity of the means of production in the production of me or multiple agricultural 
products, doing an analysis to find out the optimum use of resources to obtain the 
maximum economic results. Second is the relationship between input and input, by 
which is meant that when using various means of production to produce one or multiple 
farm products, analysis of the optimum proportional mix of resqurces used to determine 
the combinations with the lowest cost among the production resources to be used. Third 
is the relationship between output and output, by which is meant, when using a certain 
quantity of the means of production to produce multiple farm products, the problem 

of finding out the optimum combination of various products. Analysis and exploration 
of the aforestated three relationships possesses major significance for increased 
production and increased income from agriculture. 


In addition, it is also necessary to give attention in agricultural production to 
the problem of increasing incame and Gecreasing expenditures.

COMMUNE, BRIGADE FOOD PROCESSING INDUSTRIES GROWING

Processing in the Locality, Producing Many Varieties of Food for People in Cities 
and Villages, the Food Processing Industries of the Nation's Communes and Brigades 
Are Developing Rapidly™] 


[Text] As the development of diversification continues, food processing indus- 
tries of communes and brigades in farm villages are emerging, and they are begin- 
ning to enter the ranks of the entire nation's foodstuff industry. According to 
preliminary statistics, the total production value of the foodstuff industries 

of the nation's communes and brigades (not including the production value of the 
enterprises operated by the production teams ard the hardicraft workshops) in 1980 
was over one and a half times that of 1978, reaching over 4 billion yuan. 


The scope of the foodstuff industry of communes and brigades is broad. Generally, 
the communes and brigades first engage in preliminary processing of food grains 
and oil, then they expand to processing other agricultural and sideline products 
locally. Some localities are actively reviving and developing traditional famous 
and specialty foods. Some localities have built powdered milk plants, canneries 
and small cold storage facilities in key producing regions with the help of state- 
run foodstuffs plants or leading departments of commune and brigade enterprises. 
Commune and brigade food processing in many localities has increased from a few to 
many kinds, gradually expanding the scope of business, and has already developed 
to include the processing of soy sauce, vinegar, wine, starch, dairy products, 
candies, tea, dried fresh fruits, vegetables, meats, fowl, eggs, aquatic products, 
cakes and confectionery, cold foods, drinks, etc, covering several dozen profes- 
sions. The commune and brigade food processing industries process over 100 bil- 
lion jin of food grains and press about 2 billion jin of oil for the farmers each 
year. Aside from the foodstuffs of the foodstuff processing industry of communes 
and brigades which are mostly supplied to the farm villages, they also include 
many regional specialty foods, such as ham, pressed duck, cured meats, preserved 
eges, grass jelly, hot pickled mustard tuber, frozen chicken, frozen rabbit meat, 
vermicelli made from bean starch (bean thread), and they provide a large source 

of merchandise for the urban markets and for export. 


At present, the development of the commune and brigade foodstuff industry through- 


out the nation is very unbalanced. Last year, Sichuan Province, which has under- 
gone rapid development, already had over 26,000 commune and brigade food processing

enterprises and the total production value reached 726 million yuan, constituting 
24 percent of the total production value of the communes and brigades of the whole 
province. The commune and brigade food processing industry in the provinces and 
cities of Shandong, Liaoning, Heilongjiang, Henan, Shanxi, Hebei, Zhejiang and 
Beijing has also showed visible development in recent years. 


Recently, the Ministry of Agriculture held a discussion meeting of the foodstuff 
industry enterprises of the communes and brigades of each province, city and 
autonomous region, where the experience of each locality was exchanged, and a plan 
for the future development of commune and brigade foodstuff industry at each local- 
ity was preliminarily etudied and drawn up to promote the healthy development of 
this ent :rprise.

FUNDAMENTAL CHANGES REGARDING FARM MACHINERY POLICY

Determines Four Changes To Be Made on the Farm Machinery Front, After Survey and 
Study™] 


[Text] Since the Third Plenum of the llth Party Central Committee, the Ministry of 
Agricultural Machinery bas carried out a massive survey and study of the situation 
in the farm villages and the situation on the farm machinery front. It believes 

a fundamental change is needed in the guiding ideology of the guidelines and policies 
on the farm machinery front. Only in this way can it adapt to the needs of the 
development of the trend in the farm villages and the readjustment of the national 


economy. 


This fundamental change will involve the farm machinery industry, farm machinery 
science, technology and education, supply and marketing of farm machinery and use 
and management. The main content includes the following: 


l. We must thoroughly purge "leftist" influence, we must change the blind pursuit 
of speed in "modernization" to starting out from the actual situation, and we must 
talk about economic results. Under the “leftist" ideological guidance of the past, 
many demands and methods were out of touch with the actual situation, everything 
was "done in a big way” and “hurriedly,” the economic results were poor, and manpower 
and money were wasted. Now, the situation must be changed so as to place economic 
results in first place. The basic purpose of engaging in agricultural mechanization 
is to increase the yield and increase the harvest, no! anything else. We must suit 
measures to local circumstances, measure our own strength in doing things, and 
gradually develop. We cannot do everything in uniformity and carry out arbitrary 
uniformity; the whole nation cannot and should not have a unified standard and time 
requirement for "modernization." 


2. We must change state operations to civilian operations. We must thoroughly 
change the ideology and workstyle of state-run industry and state-run commerce. 
Agricultural mechanization is the business of the broad numbers of farmers themselves. 
What machinery shall be purchased? When to buy the machinery? How many units should 
be bought? How will the machinery be managed after purchase? All this should be 
decided by the communes, brigades, farm families or joint families contracting work 
in the fields. In the past, everything was done by the authorities: farm machinery 
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factories accepted production goals from the higher authorities; the farm machinery 
produced was uniformly purchased and marketed by the farm machinery company; there 
was a divisionof labor at every level; and there were even commissioned purchases 
and commissioned marketing. This will not work anymore and must be changea. The 
farm machinery factories and marketing departments must firmly establish the view- 
point of serving the users, and must organize production and supply according to the 
needs of the users. They must allow the farmers to select and make purchases 
autonomously. 


3. The farm machinery industry must change the past development toward large and 
complex technology and the trend of belittling semimechanized farm machinery toois 
and small farm machinery, and must place equal emphasis on the development of large, 
medium-size, and small farm machinery, with the development of medium-size and small 
farm machinery as the main emphasis, tased on the popular implementation of the 
production responsibility system in farm villages and the relative shrinking of 
production scale. In particular, in recent years [published], more medium-sized and 
small farm machinery and tools and semimechanized farm machinery and tools traditional 
tools should be produced. 


4. The structure of the products should be changed. According to the need to 
readjust the national economy, plants manufacturing farm machinery cannot engage in 
just farm machinery production anymore. They should expand their services to serve 
farm village life and the light industrial markets, to serve the technical reforms 
of the commune and brigade enterprises and the various departments of the national 
economy, to serve military industries and exports and foreign trade, and engage 

in turning out many kinds of products. Based on the need for rapid development of 
diversified production in farm villages, farm machinery products must also expand 
in variety. They cannot stick with old products, but must actively develop and 
manufacture the machirery and tools needed in the production of economic crops, 
forestry, livestock production, fishery, and sideline production (including family 
sidelines). 





At present on the farm machinery front, everyone from top to bottom is organizing 
changes based on these demands. The Ministry of Agricultural Machinery is also 
summarizing the good experience of some localities and enterprises in shifting 
the work to promote the smooth progress of such changes.

GRAIN OUTPUT IMCREASE--More acreage is sown to industrial crops this year 
without affecting the country’s total grain cutput which is expected to 
increase by 7.5 to 10 million tons over last year. With more acreage sown 
to industrial crozs, cotton is expected to increase by 150,000 tons; sugar 
crops, by 10 percent; oil-bearing crops, by 17 percent; and the outputs 

of other crops such as tobacco and tea are also expected to rise remarkably.

[Text] The procurement and storage of autumn food grains and oil in our 
province have made rapid progress and have reached a peak, and the varieties 
are good. 


As of 13 November, the whole province has accumulated over 1.785 billion jin 
of autumn food grains, an increase of nearly onefold over the same period last 
year. With the addition of the amount stored in summer, the whole year's 
accumulated storage is 3.01 billion jin, constituting 71.7 percent of the task. 
The storage of miscellaneous varieties is also better than last year. The 
amount of beans stored is 61.35 million jin, an increase of more than onefold 
over the entire year's procurement last year.

Shijiazhuang Pre- 
fecture, Shijiazhuang city and 41 counties (cities) including Yongniang, Daming, 
Feixiang, Ningjin, Boxiung, Dingxian, Lulong, Rengiu, Wagiao and Fucheng have 
fulfilled or overfulfilled the task of storing autumn food grains. Among then, 
Shijiazhuang Prefecture's procurement task was set at 55 million jin, while 
actually 934 million jin have already been stored. The actual amount stored 

in the counties of Yongniang, Gaocheng, Luancheng, Zhaoxian has already reached 
over 100 million jin each. Lincheng and Jingjing and some other counties have 
completed the task better on an overall basis in varieties, quantity and quality.

[Text] The progress of procurement of cotton in our province has greatly speeded 
up. As of 14 November, the four prefectures of Changzhou, Tangshan, Langfang and 
Shijiazhuang, Tangshan city and 26 counties have already overfulfilled the task 
of procuring cotton. These regions are continuing to organize surplus procure- 
ment. 


This year, although most of the cotton-producing regions in our province en- 
countered a long period of spring drought and other natural disasters, because 
of the implementation of the party's economic policy in farm villages, especially 
the implementation of the production responsibility system in agriculture, the 
productive enthusiasm of the cotton farmers was greatly mobilized and a bumper 
harvest of cotton was realized. The broad number of cotton farmers actively 
submitted and sold the picked cotton to the state with a feeling of nappiness 
because of the bumper harvest. Especially since the middle 10 days of October, 
the average daily procurement has reached above 7 million jin. As of 14 Noven- 
ber, the whole province's cumulative procurement of ginned cotton was 265 mil- 
lion jin, constituting 88.4 percent of the task. This year, Zhengding County 
can produce a per-mu yield of 120 jin of ginned cotton; as of now, an average 
of 98 jin 6 liang per mu has been sold to the state. 


The leading cadres of the Wuqiao County committee and county government went 

to the cotton procurement sites to work and to discover problems and solve them 
at the site. They removed the confines limiting the masses in submitting and 
selling cotton in accordance with the requests of the cotton farmers, and did 
not withhold funds or delay payments. In order to solve the problem of the 
commune members waiting in line to sell cotton, besides increasing the number 
of procurement stations and procurement personnel and expanding the procure- 
ment sites, the cadres also implemented the methou of procuring cotton from 
different villages according to different dail, schedules. This method was 
deeply welcomed by the masses. Now, this county has procured 13.75 million jin 
of ginned cotton, surpassing the procurement ‘ask by over onefold. Nangong 
County, led by the first secretary of the county committee and a deputy county 
magistrate, organized a leading group for cotton procurement and formed a 
strong cotton procurement battleline from top to bottom. To hand over policy 

to the masses, they established “regulations for cotton inspection personnel at 
cotton procurement stations” at the start of cotton procurement, and the regula- 
tions were posted on the gates of the cotton stations to let the masses see the 
operation clearly and to facilitate supervision, thus hastening the progress of 
procurement. As of the 2d of this month, the procurement task was overfulfilled, 
and now efforts are continuing to organize surplus procurement.

PROPER WINTER MANAGEMENT OF RAPE CROP EMPHASIZED 
Hebei HEBEI RIBAO in Chinese 5 Nov 81 p 2

Rape" ] 


[Text] Winter rape is one of the major oil-bearing crops in our province. In 
ordinary years, it is planted on some 600,000 to 700,000 mu, but the area har- 
vested is only 200,000 to 300,000 mu. The main reason is the lack of proper 
wintering management, causing frost damage and massive numbers of dying seed- 
lings, and the area abandoned is large. Now, there is only a little over 20 
days until "22 November, when the ground will be frozen." 


Suiting measures to local circumstances in managing prewintering work well in 
order to create favorable conditions for the safe wintering of rape is an impor- 
tant link in realizing a bumper harvest of rape next year. Management of the 
wintering of rape means mainly grasping the following two points: 


l. Irrigate with freezing water in time. It does most good to irrigate from 

7 to 22 November, when the water dissipates during the daytime and freezes dur- 
ing the night. In general, irrigation should be slightly earlier than for wheat 
and it should be completed by the time irrigation of wheat begins. The amount of 
water irrigated should be only enough to seep into the ground completely the same 
day. Irrigating freezing water not only satisfies the need for water by the rape 
plants, but it can also increase ground temperature and lessen the temperature 
difference between day and night; it is beneficial to returning green in spring, 
early development and stable growth. According to the experience of each local- 
ity, the usual number of seedlings dying when there is no irrigation of freezing 
water is 20 to 40 percent, whereas the number of seedlings dying when there is 
irrigation of freezing water is generally below 20 percent. 


2. Bank the soil and surround the roots; cover the roots with soil and cover 
the tips. Before freezing, the roots should be surrounded with soil, and soil 
should cover the tips. This serves to prevent freezing and protect the rape 
seedlings. The time to bank the soil is generally before the ground freezes, 
during the middle and last 10 days of November. The soil must be banked at the 
bottom part of the young seedlings and packed. The soil covering the new leaf 
must not be too thick, generally 1 to 2 centimeters, so that the new leaf is 
covered but the large leaf is still exposed. In this way, the apical point of 
rape and the roots can avoid direct attack by the cold damp. Experiments have 
shown that the survival rate with soil covering can generally reach above 85 
percent, while the survival rate without soil coverings is about 60 percent.

BUMPER HARVESTS REPORTED IN NENJIANG PREFECTURE 
Beijing RENMIN RIBAO in Chinese 23 Nov 81 p 1 


[Report by HEILONGJIANG DAILY reporter Yang Desan [2799 1795 0005] and staff re- 
porters Duan Cunzhang [3008 1317 4545] and Jing Bo [2529 0590]: “Suiting Measures 
to Local Circumstances, Implementing Many Forms of Responsibility System, Overall 
Bumper Harvests Have Been Achieved in Agriculture, Forestry, Livestock Production, 
Sideline Production and Fishery in Nenjiang Prefecture"] 


[Text] Nenjiang Prefecture, situated in the windy and sandy arid region of west- 
ern Heilongjiang, this year started out from the actual situation of the locality, 
suited measures to local circumstances, established and perfected various forms 

of production responsibility system, and brought about overall bumper harvests in 
agriculture, forestry, livestock production, sideline production and fishery. The 
amounts of contributions to the state, savings of the collective and income of the 
commune members had rarely been seen for many years. According to reports by each 
county, the prefecture submitted to the state for sale 1.2 billion jin of food 
grains, 400 million jin of oil-bearing crops, 1.5 billion jin of sugar beets; fed 
over 300,000 hogs, cattle and sheep; and produced 14,000 tons of milk, 60,000 dan 
of wool, and 170,000 pieces of various types of hides. On the basis of develop- 
ing production, the collective savings of the entire prefecture increased 28.68 
million yuan over last year, loans of 81 million yuan were repaid, and 938 trac- 
tors and combines and 1,000 farm vehicles were purchased. The per-capita average 
distribution to commune members increased from 70 yuan last year to 126 yuan; the 
average per capita income from family sidelines was 100 yuan. 


Of the 11 counties in Nenjiang Prefecture, there are 5 agricultural counties, 5 
agricultural and livestock counties, and 1 livestock county. The wheat and soy- 
bean producing regions are single-crop regions, and the degree of mechanization 
is high. Unified management by the brigade and the production team is practiced, 
with mechanized planting teams as the main force to perform specialized contract 
work, linking production to the team, the group, the laborer and the machinery. 
In the miscellaneous grain producing regions, the farm work and means of produc- 
tion are mixed: manpower, machinery and draft animals are used alternately, and 
ordinarily, either the brigade or the production team uniformly manages the ma- 
chinery, the vehicles and draft animals. The land is tilled and planted uni- 
formly, manual labor in the farmland is contracted separately to the group and 

to the laborer, and remuneration is calculated according to yield or production 
value. At a few poor production teams which have little machinery and weak draft 
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animals and which consume returned grains and engage in production relying on 
loans, in some cases contracting production to the families has been implemented, 
while in other cases comprehensive contract work, fields for planting grain rations 
and fields planted to support the peor farmers have been established. The respon- 
sibility system of “four specializations and one link" has been popularly imple- 
mented in forestry, livestock production, sideline production and fishery in the 
agricultural counties, in the livestock regions, and in the agricultural and live- 
stock regions--i.e., separately establishing various types of specialized teams, 
specialized groups, specialized families, and specialized workers, and linking 
production with remuneration according to the needs of developing production. 


The many forms of production responsibility system have mobilized the enthusiasm 
of both the collective and the commune member, enabling the originally advanced 
counties, communes and brigades to progress further, and enabling those which have 
been poor and backward for many years to quickly change the situation.

There are over 2,700 such farm and sideline produc- 
tion bases occupying 2.5 million mu of tillable land. Some 400,000 persons are 
working in these bases.

INDUSTRIAL CROP HARVEST—In 1981, Hunan scored initial success in readjust ing 

the distribution of agricultural crops. The province reaped its second bumper 
harvest since liberation. In addition, it also reaped an overall bumper harvest 
of major industrial crops. According to preliminary statistics of relevant 
departments, the total provincial output of rapeseed, peanuts, sesame and other 
oil crops in 1981 will total 7.02 million dan, an increase of 84 percent over 
last year; the total output of tobacco will be 1.4 million dan, an increase of 
88 percent over last year; the total output of oranges and tangerines will be 
1.5 million dan, an increase of 48 percent over last year and sugarcane is 
expected to have a total output of 17.29 million dan, an increase of 18 percent 
over last year. The total output and procurement of cotton, jute and ambary hemp, 
tea, silkworm cocoons, vegetables and other products will all increase to varying 
degrees. The total output value of industrial crops in 1981 is expected to 
increase by more than 20 percent over last year. By rearranging the distribution 
of crops, all localities in Hunan Province have enlarged their arcas for 

growing industrial crops by 3.35 million mu over last year. It now totals

PROVINCE ENCOURAGES FISH RAISING BY COMMUNE FAMILIES 
Beijing RENMIN RIBAO in Chinese 18 Nov 81 p l

Commune Member Families To Raise Fish; the Whole Province Has 150,000 Farm Fami- 
lies Raising Fish; the Annual Yield Is Over 7,000 Tons" ] 


[Text] The Aquatic Products Bureau of Jiangsu Province has taken the development 
of fish raising by commune member families in farm villages as an important mea- 
sure to enliven the farm village market and to solve the need for fish for the 
farmers to eat. According to statistics, at present the whole province has 
150,000 farm families raising fish, covering an area reaching 40,000 mu, and the 
annual yield is over 7,000 tons, an increase of onefold over iast year. 


Raising fish by commune member families in farm villages requires little expendi- 
ture of labor, the cost is low, management is convenient, the problems of feed 
and bait are easily solved, the results are quick, and it is a way to enable the 
farmers to become rich and to change the economic structure. At the same time, 
it provides ways for some old, weak, sick and handicapped people to increase their 
income. To further promote fish cultivation by commune member families, recently 
the Aquatic Products Bureau of Jiangsu Province organized exchanges of experience 
in family cultivation of fish and established regulations for existing problems 
in some counties and cities. It was publiciy announced to the commune members 
that family cultivation of fish is a proper family sideline; nobody is allowed 

to interfere or usurp the rights, and private cultivation, private consumption 
and private marketing of the fish products are insured. Small ditches and small 
ponds that do not affect capital construction of farmland have been zoned for 

the commune members to raise fish. In newly built residential localities, more 
fish ponds are being maintained or built to mobilize the enthusiasm of the masses 
for cultivating fish. Technical guidance has been actively strengthened and 
knowledge about raising fish has been popularized.

INFECTIOUS LARYNGOTRACHEITIS OF CHICKENS IN 1972 REPORTED

[Text] A certain chicken farm in Shicheng County raised 170 Beiluoke [phonetic] 
breed chickens. In the autumn of 1972, a chicken disease mainly due to a patho- 
logical change in the respiratory tract suddenly occurred. At the beginning of 
the disease, the farm diagnosed it as “chicken pest," and used knotweed, chilli 
stalks and garlic and similar folk remedies to "treat" the disease, but the 
death rate among the chickens increased from several to a dozen a day to over 

20 chickens. After hearing about this, we rushed to the farm at the peak period 
of mass deaths. Dead chickens were piled everywhere. After performing autopsies 
and conducting clinical examination and investigation, the disease was diagnosed 
as “acute infectious laryngotracheitis of chickens." The outbreak and the diag- 
nosis of the disease are summarized in the following report. 


During the week when diseased chickens began dying, the percentage of infection 
was over 50 percent; after 10 days, a total of 158 chickens had been infected 
and the incidence of the disease reached over 90 percent. In the 15 days from 
the start of the disease until the dying stopped, a total of 131 chickens had 
died, a death rate of 77 percent (constituting 83 percent of the chickens in- 
fected); the other domesticated fowl (ducks) were not affected. 


The most visible symptoms were coughing, gasping, difficulty in breathing, stiff- 
ening of the head and neck, and whistling and shi luo [3440 5012] sounds during 
breathing. At the start of the disease, the sick chickens had tears, their mo- 
bility was poor, their heads and necks stiffened in the midst of eating, they 
raised their heads and opened their mouths and exerted efforts to inhale and 

at the same time made whistling and shi luo sounds. After pecking food 5 to 20 
times, or every 10 to 20 minutes when not pecking food, the chickens gasped for 
breath once and forcefully inhaled, at the same time making whistling and shi luo 
sounds. A solidified substance adhered to the noses, and some sick chickens 

used the claws to scratch their noses. At this time, the body temperature was 
not high. As the course of the disease progressed, the body temperature increased 
to 42°C to 42.8°C; seriously sick chickens showed visible difficulty in breath- 
ing; they were listless, they lay on the ground, their heads drooped, they did 
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not peck at food, and every 5 to 10 minutes they gasped for breath. At the 
chicken farm, whistling and shi luo sounds could be heard. In examining the 
oral cavity one could see a light yellowish mucus, and in the throat solidi- 
fied substance could be seen. The crown changed its color to purple, the anus 
and surrounding parts were dirty, the excrement was green or greyish white with 
green. The wings of some sick chickens drooped slightly. Because the sick 
chickens quickly became thin and then refused to eat, a vicious circle was 
created. Before death, the body temperature dr upped to below 40°C, finally, 
most died of extreme exhaustion. Some sick chickens suffocated to death be- 
cause of overaccumulation of mucus in the trachea. 


The main pathological change during this disease occurred in the respiratory 
tract. The most visible change was the occurrence of dropsy and hyperaemia in 
the throat. Spots of internal bleeding of various sizes, from the size of the 
tip of a pin to the size of a pinhead, occurred. There was relatively sticky 
mucus. In the upper part of the trachea were spots of internal bleeding of 
various sizes. In the lower part there were less bleeding spots, but there 

was mucus. The whole trachea showed hyperaemia. Mucus discharge emerged from 
the nostrils of the sick chickens. Some dead chickens had nostrils that were 
blocked by dried secretions that coagulated. Some dead chickens had blood-like 
secretions adhering to the walls of the trachea. Autopsies of the dead chickens 
showed a massive amount of mucus was present in the bronchi and lungs. 


Autopsy of the heart, liver and intestines did not reveal any change. The 
stomach glands did not show a change. On the basis of these characteristics, 
we preliminarily determined that the disease was infectious laryngotracheitis 
of chickens.

This year, 
86 percent of the production teams in farm villages in the province implemented 
the responsibility system of linking production to remuneration and mobilized 

the labor enthusiasm of the commune members. The total yield of wheat throughout 
the province increased 29.1 percent over last year. Although autumn fields suf- 
fered from severe drought, the total yield was still slightly higher than last 
year. In Wenxi County, where the responsibility system of linking production vas 
implemented relatively early, there were 183 families producing over 10,000 jin 
of food grains per family.

DAXIAN PREFECTURE TUNG OIL PRODUCTION HITS RECORD HIGH

[Article: "Realizing the Goal of "Changing the Production of Tung Oil Within 3 
Years," Daxian Prefecture’s Tung Oil Production Surpasses Highest Level in History; 
in 1980, It Produced Nearly 100 Million Jin of Tung Oil, Realizing an Income of Over 
44 Million Yuan--a per Capita Average of Over 5 Yuan") 


[Excerpts] The party committees and government at each level in Daxian Prefecture, 
which has a long history of planting tung oil trees, have strengthened the leadership 
of tung oil production and realized the goal of “changing tung oil production within 
3 years." Since 1978, the whole prefecture has created an additional 270,000 mu of 
tung forest bases and planted 203.32 million trees in scattered places. In 1980 
the whole prefecture produced nearly 100 million jin of tung oil, an increase of 
more than three times that at the beginning of liberation, surpassing the [previous] 
record annual yield by over 20 percent. The income from the sale of tung oil by 
each production team throughout the prefecture reached 44.944 million yuan--a per 
capita average of over 5 yuan. 


Nine of the 13 counties and (wards) throughout the prefecture--Daxian, Xuanhan, 
Dazhu, Quxian, Pingchang, Tongjiang, Nanjiang, Kaijiang, and Bazhong--were determined 
to be tung oil bases. There were 80 communes with an annual yield of 300,000 jin 

in the various base counties, 150 production brigades with an aunual yield of 50,000 
jin, and 300 production teams with annual yield of 10,000 jin. All counties, wards, 
communes, and brigades in charge of the task of constructing the bases conscientiously 
implemented the guidelines of “not relaxing food-grain production and actively 
developing diversification,” and took the production of tung oil as important work 

in order to make the farm village economy prosperous, and after 3 years of struggle 
the e{forts produced the first results. Each base county has surpassed the goal 

set for the bases to submit and transfer to the higher authorities 1 million jin (to 
submit 3 million jin of tung oil seeds for sale), as requested by the State Council. 
Xuanhan County, included as a national base county last year, submitted and sold 
21.08 million jin of tung oil seeds. 


Each county conscientiously implemented related policies to moblize the enthusiasm 
of the farmers to plant tung trees. One policy was “whoever plants gets the yieid,” 
and the practice that the tung trees planted by commune members beside houses and 
on private mountains and in private plots belong to the individual commune members 
was established. The communes and brigades operated forest farms, and personal tung

forests of commune members were not allowed to be transferred. The second policy was 
to reward sales. When the collective submits and sells 100 jin of tung oil seeds, 

60 jin of tung tree branehes and leaves are returned with an award of 20 jin of 
chemical fertilizer. Some base counties were also subsidized with 10 jin of food 
grains. The third policy was to negotiate prices for superior quality; procurement 
prices were set at 80 percent of the state's list price with a 20-percent increase 

in price for 50-percent procurement. The tung oil seeds picked after [normal work] 
hours by the commune members are also procured by the state (but not given awards). 
The fourth policy was to help communes and brigades that are in difficulty. During 
the past 5 years, financial appropriations of 318,000 yuan were given, the food-grain 
department provided interest-free loans of 890,000 yuan, and the state several times 
implemented a policy of higher procurement prices for tung seeds, forcefully promoting 
production. The masses said the policies were fulfilled, and a great expanse was 
mobilized. Shipanshi commune in Daxian, which has come to be known as the new country- 
side of tung trees in Bashan, conscientiously implemented the policies of "whoever 
plants gets the yield" and of awards, strictly carried out the system of awards 

and punishment, and last year submitted for sale 1.06 million jin of tung seeds-- 
double the yield prior to the national tung oil conference.
